NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature finds that many students
graduate from high school w thout a clear understanding of the | evel of
college mathematics courses for which they are prepared. The
| egislature further finds that this problemis nade worse by the fact
that the state's institutions of higher education wuse different
exam nations for determning readiness and placenent 1in college

mat hemati cs courses. Even when colleges use the sane placenent
exam nations, they do not necessarily use the sane scores to determ ne
a student's readiness and pl acenent. Therefore, it is the intent of
the legislature that a comon exam nation in mathematics, with conmon
scores for determning student qualifications for college-Ievel
mat hematics courses, be developed for use by all of the state's
institutions of higher education.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. The state board for community and techni cal
coll eges and the higher education coordinating board shall work in
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consultation with the public four-year institutions of higher education
to develop a common placenent exam nation for college nathematics
cour ses. The boards shall also set common scores for determning
student qualifications for college-level nathematics courses. Al |
public two and four-year institutions of higher education shall use the
common pl acenent exam nation, with the comon scores, when determning
student qualifications for college mathematics courses. The test and
scores shall be devel oped and i npl enmented by the begi nning of the 2008-
09 academ c year.
